Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3, 5-6, 8-13, 15-17, 20-21, 23-24, 26, 28-30 are allowed. 

Independent claims 1,5,9, 12, 15, 17, 21, 24, 26, and 28 are directed towards methods, 
systems, and articles of manufacture for error concealment and recite as in claim 1, "... isolating 
the detected channel error to a few macroblocks around the located damaged macroblock to 
reduce data loss and improve video quality, wherein isolating the detected channel error 
comprises: estimating the damaged macroblock by using undamaged macroblocks substantially 
surrounding a boundary of the damaged macroblock in the video frame by the video decoder, 
wherein the undamaged macroblocks include 1 to 4 undamaged macroblocks and wherein 
estimating the damaged macroblock includes estimating the damaged macroblock by using a 
weighted linear interpolation of the undamaged macroblocks surrounding the damaged 
macroblock; and replacing the damaged macroblock with the estimated damaged macroblock to 
conceal the error in the damaged macroblock by the video decoder. . ." which are features that are 
not anticipated nor obvious over the art of record. Dependent claims 3, 6, 8, 10-11, 13, 16, 20, 
23, and 29-30 are allowed for the reasons conceming the independent claims.
